Wm, Harvey, discoverer of the circulation of the 
blood, died in Roehamptom at the home of his bro- 
ther on June 4, 1657, at the age of 79. H | 
ied at Hempstead in Essex avout 50 miles from Lon- 
don. the funeral procession consisted of many Fel~ 
lows of the Royal College of Physicians, The body 
was lapt in lead and thus without a coffin was laid 
in the vault beneath the ‘Harvey Chapel’ which had 
been built om the North side of the church by his 
brother. The tomo became ruinous and on St. Luke's 
Day (Oct. 18) 1884 the remains in the leaden case 
were placed in a white marble sacrophagus within 
the church in the pesence of the President and 26 
Fellows of the College. 

On the stone beneath Harvey's bust in the Hemp= 
stead church we find the following inscription in

He was a success but moved to London for bigger — 
fields. In London he worked for Sir Thomas Lawrence 
and managed to become elected to Royal Society of 
literature. 
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4%. (eon't) | He worked for professors and pupils at one of the 
Minor surgical schools in London - coloring their ana- 
is picked up 2a smattering of | 


medical knowledge, 


He invented a lotion or liniment endowed with the 
remarkable faculty of distinguishing between sound and 
ansound tissues — viz, to healthy tissues, it was innoc- 
uous as water, to unhealthy tissue it became a vioent 
irritant, creating a sore over seat of mischief, thus 
stimulating nature to throw off the morbid virus. 


He also invented a vapor mixture to be inhaled and 
endoweé with marvelous cures. With these two acents, 
he claimed to cure any and 211 diseases, especially 
consumption. He opened office on Harley St & was 4 
huge success with fashionable society. In 1830, the 
younger of two Cashin sisters who came to London from 
Ireland was treated with above two remedies and by a 
eprrosive lotion rubbed on her back and shoulders with 
such bad results that she died. He was charged with 
manslaughter at old Bailey & found guilty by jury but 
got off by paying fine of 250 +. A second fatal case 
shortly thereafter lead to another trial -— and again 
charged with mensheughter but acquitted, On the testi- 
mony of his suckers of all ranks, he compared himself 
to all medical and scientific martyrs. Strangely e- 
nough he succumbed to the very malady - tuberculosis 
which he claimed to cure. He died at age of 47 years.
